Public acknowledge- 
ment of the new Department, which was originally associated with the Department of Zoology, 
was made yesterday afternoon at the Marine Sciences Centre on Peel Street

Dunbar described the sea as an enormous en< 
fine which produces a colossal amount of living 
matter. "If scientists wish to study the sea," he 
explained, "they must pool their knowledge. One 
can't be just a chemist or' a zoologist or a geo- 
grapher." - ' 

A large program is being prepared for the 
Department,, financed by research grants from both 
Canada and the United States. Assisting the Chair- 
man in the project are several other McGill pro< 
fcssors including Dr. Ian MacLaren, who is ex> 
clusively a marine scientist, and Dr. Goldstein of 
the Botany Department, Dr. Orvlg and Dr. MacLeod 
of Macdonald College's Department' of Cultural 
Bacteriology. ,^ 

In BarlmdgMLDr. ;John Lewis, manager of the 
Marine SâSSI^stàtibn there; is also helping out. 

Dunbar believes tbat the seas "are coming into 
their own in relation to man's interest in them." 
The relatively new science of oceanography is at- 
tracting more and more attention. 



The Chairman pointed out that although there 
are Department of Marine Sciences at both the 
■University of British Columbia and Dalhousie Uni- 
versity, and although the seas practically lap the 
camptises of both, the governments of those prov- 
inces "forced the universities to form the depart- 
ments." 

McGill's department, while not officially reco- 
gnized, has been going for a much longer time 
than have those of other universities. 

The creation of this department was not so 
much a breaking off from the Zoology Department 
as a change of status. The opening of the depart- 
ment constituted a parly to which were invited 
many people interested in marine sciences from 
the University of Montreal and Sir George Wil- 
liams University as well as from McGill. 

Part of the purpose of this gathering was to 
exhibit the facilities available to the Department. 

"Marine sciences are in general a cooperative 
effort," said Dunbar.

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Open Meeting 
amendment of 



vvijl consider 
constitution

H. "Sonny" Gordon, Chairman of the SEC, yesterday called an Open Meeting 
of the Students' Society for Friday, February 28 to pass an amendment which he 
described as "the first tangible result of the Constitution Revision Committee's 
efforts." 



The meeting, which is to take place in the 
Ballroom, "Is the result," Gordon said, "of the 
fiasco of the first two meetings earlier on in the 
year." He claimed that the procedural- amend- 
ment in question "Will in future make it impos- 
slÛe for^ahj^^essure group of 300 people to 
change'^:tKef;ëoiwllllStlon." 

The proposed amendment, if passed, will 
make a referendum the only means of chang- 
ing the constitution. At present ' both Open 
Meetings, and referenda are so empowered. 

The amendment under consideration would 
require that an Open Meeting be called to 
explain, any proposed changes In the Constitu- 
tion, and that 150 affirmative votes be regist- 



erted there before the amendment be submitted 
to the student body in a referendum. 

Referenda on any motion must receive res- 
ponse from over twenty per cent of the Stu-' 
dents' Society. For constitutional revisions, a 
' two thirds majority of those voting is required. 

Gordon staled that the amendment has 
been proposed to answer "a long felt dissatis- 
faction with present amending procedure." 

As the constitution now stands. Regular 
Open Meetings may be called on three days' 
notice by the president; the amendment would 
change this, to three weeks, with "Emergency 
Meetings" requiring only three days' prior an- 
nouncement.

It reaffirms the SEC's belief in free educa- 
tion for all fully qualified university students 
so long as this is not achieved at the expenss 
of the autonomy of Quebec's universities. It 
differs in a fundamental way from the stand 
takien by the French universities of this Pro< 
vince, a stand based hopefully on embarrass- 
ing the Provincial Government in the midst 
of a crucial Federal-Provincial meeting. 

The positive aspects of the petition- ne^d 
little elaboration. More students ' than ever 
are feeling the^pjnch^f higher fees and less 
aid; nor is tt JnVMM^nqlîle to at least 

at the start/ financial solvency for those stu- 
dents exibiting higher degrees of scholarship. 



The Students' Executive Council 



One thing the students of this university 
may be proud of, is the reasonable and re- 
pectable manner in which it has conducted 
itself in the public domain. This attitijde, >o 
often maligned as lack of interest, awareness 
and ability, has rather put student govern- 
ment at McGill in a position from which it 
can approach officials at any level -and be 
heard,'without the backing of several thou- 
sand slogan-shouting pickets. 

It is vital, particularly at this time, and 
with respect to this issue, that a high level 
of decorum be maintained. It is for this reason 
that the SEC decided not to march with the 
French universities later, this month. At the 
same tinre It Is Inconceivable, for practical 
purposes,' that students at McGill indicate a 
level of Interest below that of the marchers. 

It is in this light, then, that we wish to 
draw special attention to the petition. It is 
not a light mafteo^^s not to be passed off 
as another supercilious attempt at influencing 
those in positions of power. Student groups 
at this university are in continuous personal 
contact vvlth. the Department of Youth. It is 
a relationship which must not be abused; on 
the other hand, it must be utilized and 
eventually broadened. This is what the peti- 
tion means; this is its purpiose; this is why 
it must be signed.

It acts as judge and court in the 
case of any. student misdemean- 
ors, its judgement being re- 
ferred to the Senate. Through its 
elected . representatives, it deals 
equitably with conflicts and dis- 
putes which arise among student 
organizations. And, as a govern- 
ing body, it speaks on behalf of 
the students of McGill University 
on all questions to either the 
University authorities, to the 
public at large, or to other uni- 
versities in Canada or in foreign 
countries. . ' 

As an executive, the SB.C. 
serves as the top management 
for all student- activities on the 
campus. It is in this capacity that 
the S.E.C. has both the respon- 
sibility for and the authority over 
all undergraduate functions. It 
allots student funds to various 
organizations and dcts as tUc 
treasiiry department; it appoints, 
chairmen to committees: and- stu- 
dent departments, and has rantrol 
over the programme which these 
committees follow. 

The executive function of the 
S.E.C. is clearly implied in its 
name. What has been overlooked 
in the past is that it by far takes 
the greater amount of time of 
the Council and presents the 
most problems in the Council's 
administration. 

The greatest error in the inter- 
pretation of the constitution of 
the McGiU Students' Society in 
the past has been the extreme 
concern that the proper machine- 
ry exists for pcrfoming the 
-legislative function, and the fail- 
ure to see how Inadequate this 
same system would be In per- 
forming the executive function. 
Consequently, the S.E.C. has been 
forced to act as three distinct 
bodies, a legislative body, a Board 
of Directors, and finally an 
executive committee. .. ,

In the matter of a representa- 
tive body, the S.E.C. is aptly 
composed, having one elected 
student from each of the major 
faculties (except Arts and Science 
and Engineering, who elect two 
representatives) and one from 
every two or three of the mhior 
faculties, as well as the three 
executive heads of the most im- 
portant organizations on the cam- 
pus, (the Students' Society, the 
Union and the Women's Union). 
This group is roiinded off by 
Presidents of the S.A,C. .- and 
W.A,A. and the Editor-in-Chief 
of the McGill Daily. 

Board of Directors: 

In business, the function and 
duties of the. Board of Directors 
is clearly defined. They have com- 
plete control-over the affairs, of 
the organization °.ahd may make 
such plans andv-ioiitllhe > such 
policies. as they deemtdeBirable. 
To this end, the board determhies 
the objectives of the society and 
the organization required to 
achieve those objectives. It selects 
the officers and lays down plans 
for them to follow. For an effec- 
tive execution of these functions, 
the closest possible knowledge of 
events and an understanding of 
them is required. 

Upon considering the S.E.C. as 
a Board of Directors, its fore- 
most weakness Is apparent Al- 
though the Council is composed 
of representatives of the various 
faculties on the campus, it does 
not ^necessarily represent the 
Uitdergraduate Executives or 
their interests as well as it might'.' 
And since the executive of thé 
Undergraduate Society is the

Executive Coinmittee: 

"The finest fundamental of an 
executive committee Is -that Its 
members be directly, concerned 
with the problems considered and 
that they represent the activity 
affected. This is generally - ac- 
complished by forming commit- 
tees of executive heads of various 
departments to discuss and solve 
problems of the .whole organiza- 
tion. 

The very fact that the S.E.C. 
is not so composed immediately 
indicates that its function as an 
executive committee is weak and 
ineffectual. The -members of the 
-S.E.C. in general are rarely in 
any form of close contact with 
the activities with which their

Still, it must be recognized 
that it is only the President or 
the senior head of an executive 
committee and organizatioji who 
is aware of all the various pro- 
blems in their broad aspects, and 
can determine how certain poli- 
cies or directives will affect his 
Undergraduate- Society. 

It Is to the credit of the pre- 
vious presidents of the Students' 
Society that this problem has 
largely been overcome. This was 
accomplished by establishing an 
advisory committee to the Presi- 
dent of the Society composed of 
the presidents of the Under- 
graduate Societies. Unfortunately, 
this committee.^ has long, been 
abandonedj;i^bould .be revitaliz- 
ed and meet bncefa ;nionth' in 



decisions are concerned. All too 
often theh: decisions are made 
upon insufficient, information or 
background, the ultimate feeling 
usually depending upon the most 
persuasive orator of the group. 
There exists too much reliance 
upon the immediate judgement 
of the members present and too 
little upon past records and 
factual evidence. 

Another serious drawback to 
the S.E.O. acting as an Executive 
Committee is the large size, which 
is desirable, for representation 
and legislation but valueless and 
actually detrimental to execiitlve 
action. Prolonged discussion con- 
tinually: fills the time, often 
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wandering into • Irrelevaiicies, 
without informing the members 
constructively. Their time being 
used wastefully. It is not surpris- 
ing that members soon show signs 
of disinterest Since the decisions 
of Council rest so infrequently 
.upon factual information, the 
inembers, realizing this, push 
their pet programmes by long 
arguments and strong debates, 
thus further accentuating the in- 
declsiveness of the ' committee. 
The worst fault however, which 
occurs in an oversized committee 
Is to discuss matters which con- 
cern only two or three of its 
members, forcing the rest of (he 
committee to listen' to prolonged 
arguments In which only one or 
two members are participating. 

Finally, the . hiherent weakness 
of a committee, that of bebig 
Indecisive, is only Increased by 
Increislng^lU size. In general, 
committeesrire formed solely for 
advisory .purposes. The commit- 
tee, however, can never replace 
the executive himself. It is he 
who. must bear the responsibility 
and It Is he, therefore, who niust 
make the decision, compatible 
with the general directives and 
broad policy set by his Board of 
Directors. 

Thus, when the Council Is em- 
powered to actually make the 
decisions on minor matters in 
which they have Insufficient In- 
formation, then they actually 
hamper the executive Instead of 
assisting him, by either passing 
impractical solutions, by pro- 
crastination, or by. actuaUy over- 
ruling him unnecessarily and

MRT; the Montreal Repertory 
Theatre Is the oldest and longest-lived 
theatre concern here. For years. It 
hod an enthusiastic following and 
healthy subscriptions. Over the years, 
it began to let Its audience down, by 
playing what had been popular but 
was becoming drab and unimaginat- 
ive. Even when in' the year of death- 
throes they had found some affirm- 
ative response to a production of 
Ionesco, the altitude that good plant 
and, new Ideas are not magnetic, 
seemed to persist. The MRT has been 
inactive for a few years but prob- 
ably still has Its charter. It will take 
a dynamic leader to get it bock on 
its feet. 



The Mountain Playhouse, this was 

a tenacious group which alternated 
classical Broadway and West-End 
theatre with . plays of more artistic 
merit (by Arthur Miller, Edward Ai- 
bee, Samuel Beckel). Diff|culty;,arose 
with the municipal 'administration 
over the pleasant location by Beaver 
Lake. The theatre Is a question mark. 

The Circje Theatre. Experimental 
theatre as presented by this recently 
formed group does not draw large 
audiences. This, Is' to be expected 
when the plays are all original and 
unaltevialed by tested material. The 
completely amateur quality of the 
group, which Is professedly profes- 
sional, cannot carry over the low 
standard of the writing. However, 
the intention seems to be to give the 
participants experience and opportu- 
nity, not to interest the audience. 

The Lantern Theatre. The Lantern 
Is two productions old, and already 
having financial difficulties. The 
problem here, as in many other 
groups, is not living up to high aspir- 
ations. It is unfair to judge the group 
by only two productions, I suppose. 
But this is another case of allegedly 
professional theatre which merely 
reaches good amateur standards.

ity. It did for its few active years draw 
attentlcn by a variety of good plays

equals of local professionals. But 
where are they now ? 

The National Theatre School man. 
aged by' employing professional di- 
rectors to produce the best calibre 
theatre In Montreal. But they are not 
really an indication of what inde- 
pendent, self-supporting theatre con 
do, since they do not charge, and 
have no real economic worries. 

The Paupers. The sole remaining 
group which Is consistently providing 
theatre (for three months every sum- 
mer), is entering its fourth season. 
The Paupers hove probably survived 
because of their lock of pretention, 
nay, the humility of their anonymity. 
In their promising virtually nothing, 
and achieving a standard of solidity 
and reliability..Thelr repertoire ranges 
from the classics to modern avant- 
garde, which managed last year to 
draw a 91% capacity. It is no doubt 
the determination and hard work of 
a few people and the working-to- 
gether spirit that, keep the Paupers 
going. Would It. work on a profes- 
sional basis? 

^ it it possible to conclude anything 
from these cry pile observations? The 
remarks of the Red and White people 
teem to hold — good (not esoteric) 
plays with commercial appeal and 
stray leadership and organization 
would seem to solve the problem. 
But It Isn't that easy, I guess. It will 
take a long lime to recondition the 
English audience into attendance, 
and perhaps even longer to interest 
the French.

Shades of Profumo. Money 
and success imply decadence: 
too, many clothes, too much to 
drink, nothing to say, and 
eventually self-destruction. The 
theme of this film is not new. 
Men and women prepared to 
sacrifice even the people who 
love them most, for a life of 
luxury with no feelings and no 
ideals have long attracted ob- 
servers of humanity,:/' 

The difference^^hèré' is the 
prescnc^gC£tf|CT|reiil people 
who Ukeln^lm^pSnd. laugh 
and work 'ànd*i^^JÛ' capable 
of falling in lover^' 

The first scene is of a girl, 
engulfed in a pit of undescrib- 
able despair, insanely , destroy- 
ing thousands of dollars-worth 
of evening clothes, shoes, hats, 
perfume, carpets, mirrors and 
alchohol. Its power is not cap- 
tured in the subsequent flash- 
back which show us how she 
reached this state. 

She lived in a small village, 
surrounded by .'poverty and de- 
caying relations. Television, the 
panacea of the. working-classes, 
showed her a world^^f^the giri 
- who has everything," .; and to 
, enter this world she would -do 
anything. 

Anything comprised the loss 
of her virginity to a character 
out of a bad "travelling sales- 
man" joke and waking up in 
London with a headache, com- 
pletely alone. 

But she is saved. By a boy 
who smiles and is good and 
works in a pub. It is he who 
gives tiio film its reality. He 
loves her, supports her and 
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takes her bowling. When she 
hurts him to sell herself into a 
world of soulless, sophisticated 
vultures, ("there was nothing 
between us, we were Just good 
friends"), it is unbearable. 

The lurid colours and straight- 
forward use of the camera is 
weli suited to the vulgarity of 
the subject matter it so honestly 
displays. The technique is less 
successful in its attempt to get 
inside the materially poorer but 
infinitely more beautiful scenes 
between the girl and her lover. 
Admittedly, the transition is a 
difficult one. But poverty is 
neither beautiful nor romantic. 
As she says, "why do they show 
us these things if we can't have 
them?" It seems we must ask 
truck-drivers and people who 
work in pubs for the answer.

As the title suggests, this 
film deals with the Fall of Man. 
This age-old theme is not only 
revitalized -but also imaginati- 
vely reinterpreted by Joseph 
Loscy, the director. 

The setting is Venice and the 
film opens with the biblical pro- 
nouncement : "In the beginning, 
man and -woman were naked 
and there was no shame". . 

TVvian Jones, the Adam of 
the story, is a successful writer 
who has everything that suc- 
cess can offer to mere mortals, ' 
incltidiiig a very lovely fiancée 
called Francesca. However since 
men seldom recognize their 
good fortune at the time that 
they possess it, Tyvian becomes 
interested in a mysterious crea- 
ture called Eva. 

A brief list of her interests 
might indicate something about 
Eva's character: Biliic Halli- 
day's record "Weep for Me" is 
her only constant companion, 
she admits that what she likes 
best in the world is money with 
which to buy records and what 
she hates most after men are 
old women, she has a collection 
of eggs of all sizes made of Chi- 
na and marble, and she has 
very expensive tastes. 

In addition to all this, she is 
what is known as a high-class 
prostitute, with the sort of cool' 
approach to life that can pe^ 
mit^her to say,to.sT!yyian at the 
outset of her affair: "Show me 
what you can do, but don't fall 
in love with me". 

But his curiosity, his ego and 
bla fascination for this woman 
not only, attach him to her ir- 
revocably but also cause the 
suicide of his wife (the former 
fiancée) and his own Fall both 
as a man , and as an artist. 

The new interpretation of the 
Fall lies in the fact that in this 
case Adam had a choice l>ct- 
ween a love that could nourish 
him and one that he knew 
would destroy him. The tragic 
conclusion is that he chose the 
destructive one. 

Eva herself stayed clear of 
the trap by choosing not to love 
at all and that is why the only 
thing she could say repeatedly 
to Tyvian toward the end of 
the film is "You poor wretch". 

What remains the same in the • 
story of the Fall is "man's first 
disobedience and the fruit of 
that forbidden tree" — the Tree 
of Knowledge still yields the 
fruit of suffering; Tyvian's fate 
is that of utter degradation and 
humiliation. 

Jeanne Moreau's performan- 
ce was, to say the least, first 
rate. She portrays magniflcient- 
ly in the role of Eva, the essen- 
tial, almost primordial amora- 
lity of human instincts and de- 
shres. Worthy, of note as well 
is the camera director, Di Ve- 



nanzo, whoso visual interpreta- 
tion of the actioa and the cha- 
racters was so poignant and 
subtle that it elevated even the 
cruder, less polished aspects of 
the film,

We are Introduced to the pro- 
posed mood almost immediately;

zooms into his indubitably dead 
face, and suddenly the slack 
jaw and crossed eyes seem iin- 
cxplainably funny. 

The plot revolves around the 
efforts of tree, war buddies to 
recover a cache of cash, stolen 
from the United States Army by 
Jason. Tbey^ arc all quite capa- 
ble;,ofiUt^jntirder,-and.as they 
conief7Audfëy,^^(Wherè is it? 
Tell me, orl:hurt you".) in as- 
sorted phone booths,- tridn iter- 
minais, hiatbrlcal monuments, 
and bedrooms, the tension 
builds. 

Enter Cary Grant, in one of 
the half-dozen pseudonyms he 
admits to during the course of 
the picture, and Audrey's efforts 
to find out just who ho is, why 
he helps her, and whether he 
is married, soon border on both 
verges of the hilarious and the 
hair-raising. 

Cary Grant is undoubtedly 
the star of the picture, and his 
sclf-characterization Is at its 
smooth best. Even with lines 
like "I have a hard time keep- 
ing my hands off you", Audrey 
gasps prettily), he manages to 
convey a degree of. sincerity 
rare in actors of his genre. 
' Audrey,Hepbum Is, of course, 
beautifiiit^Ud perfectly cast as 
the humaii equivalent of a spar- 
row. She chirps, flutters, pulses 
her throat, and flies with , per- 
fect realism. Luckily, the flying 
is the 'away .with me to the 
Casbah' type, with, luckily, Cary 
Grant. - . .. / .. 

There are several wonderful 
bit parts, and the. three war 
budcUes make. ii. )>eautiful Hit- 
chcock-type .^comedy*: team, at 
least until^the''fet:û.brokèn by 
their conseieutivatdeaths. 

The direcU6h{is deft, in this 
particularly demanding produc- 
tion concept, and the balance 
of moods is admirably handled.

On the surface, Jean Renoir's 
version of Tht Grtat Escape 
appears to be a farcical account 
of the ways and means used by 
French P.O.W.'s In Germany 



during the early stages of the 
second World War. And It Is 
that. 

However, like the perçnnia) 
icet>erg, a little closer scrutiny 
will reveal a closely disguised 
anti-militarist foundation. 

The dialogue, abounds In ty- 
pical French slang and the film 
is tinged with a characteristic 
French' sense of humour. 

Prisoner : (To a new arrival) 
— "Eh • Girard ! Any news al)- 
out my wife and the farm 7" 

Girard : "I'm afraid your 
wife is running around with an- 
other man". 

Prisoner : .'Tiens, but is she 
milking the cows 7" 

Mass escapes through tunnels 
etc., were impractical because 
of considerable pro-Nazi senti- 
ments among the prisoners 
themselves, so escapes tended 
to bo rather spur-of-the-moment . 
affairs. 

These were as varied as amu- 
sing but largely ineffective. The 
escaped prisoner, for example, 
has donned civilian clothes but 
he has no forged papers, maps 
or any acquired knowledge of 
German, and so is picked up 
sooner or later. 

It is as one probes into the 
motivation behind the desire to 
escape of the main character 
that the "message" of the film 
comes across. There is really no 
reason for him to escape at all.' 
He is no great patriot. He Is 
quite well off. He has friends. 
Yet again and again ho tries to 
escape, till' in the end he and 
a friend succeed in rêaching 
Paris. 

The reason is, as the Corpo- 
ral realizes, that the military, 
in the case of the soldier, guard 
and especially prisoner, is de- 
grading to the human spirit, 
kills man's self respect and in 
general is utter hell. So the 
film has It. Maybe. But at times 
it has been necessary. 

The film is in French, and 
when German is spoken there 
are French subtitles. For those 
who speak neither French nor 
German there are no subtitles.

j McLintock is an attempt to 
resuscitate what has sometimes 
been called the only true Ame- 
rican art form — the Western 
movie. It is an attempt which 
winds up looking like the Last 
of the Mohicans, or like any of 
the Indians In most Western 
movies — unconvincing and 
faintly ridiculous. i 

Too bad. It could have been 
a classic. It contains ail the 
classic ingredients — Indians, 
cowboys, cows, horses, sheep, 
settlers, dance-hall girls, a sa- 
loon with swinging doors, ten- 
gallon hats, the United States 
Cavalry, an old prospector, an 
Indian agent, six-guns, holsters, 
John Wayne, Maureen O'Hara 
— even Maureen O'Hara in 
her shimmy, soaked td.the skin 
(something it'roay, for those of 
us who remember Maureen in 
movies live The Scarlet Pirate, 
be worth going to see McLin» 
tock for).- ' 

Wayne is Wayne. And when 
he walks^down th<^ front steps, 
Jams his^ thumbs 'into his Jeans,. 
. and tilts his Stetson back on 
his brow before getting' ipto 
the buggy, we have the mo-, 
mentary expectation that this is 
going to be a real Western, 
just the way Gary Cooper used 
to make them. 

There's something sort of 
; tired about it all. The film is 
' truly reminiscent of the great 
Westerns, of the days of Sta- 
ga'coach and High Noon, but it 
summons up a nostalgia tinged 
with, sadness — they Just don't 
make them like that aiiy more. 



McLintock Is one Indication of 
the end of an era, and as such 
it. belongs to tho ebb, rather 
than the crest, of the Western 
wave. 

It's no good trying to re- 
capture the good old days if 
you don't stick to the conven- 
tions which set the tone of the 
times;' Where McLintock de- 
parts from the formal mode im- 
posed in those old films, it 
falls flat. Its characters . don't 
belong to the colouring-book 
world of those stage set towns, 
where all the fronts were false, 
where the saloon always had 
swinging doprs,'the liveiry sta- 
ble always had two exits (one 
for the bad guy to. get away by 
after he' had set fire to straw), 
the ' station always stood op- 
posite r!> the. general store, and 
thé V' hotel , always proclaimed 
"HOTEL" in large painted let- 
ters spread across the second 
storey. 

They arc completely alien to 
any history book as well. In 
fact they come closer to pre- 
sent-day California than any 
other milieu. It sometimes takes 
the period costumes (which are 
authentic, both to the real and 
the imaginary Old West — the 
costume department seems to 
be one place in the whole stu- 
dio where there isn't a rapid 
turnover in emplpyment) to 
remind us that this isn't a mo- 
dem. Western. Even then, the 
characters aren't really credible. 
They aren't stock figures — our 
beloved stereotypes arc gone 
for good — but they are still 
constructed of cardboard. 

John Wayne seems to be 
walking through his lines — 
though some of them arc pretty 
impenetrable — and Maureen 
O'Hara is hopelessly miscast as 
snow and ice when her forte is 
obviously fieriness. She is just 
enough of an actress to make 
the part of Katy almost believa- 
ble, and to make us long for 
a belter director. The juveniles 
are just that 

- The photography is, as Is usu- 
al in Hollywood productions, of 
a very high quality, and at times 
the film succeeds in capturing 
visually the effect which it is 
never able to achieve theatrical- 
ly — classicism. It's not any- 
thing they left out of It. It's 
what they put in. 

McLintock is too cluttered to 
be classic. Tbeift^tni» ' loVot 
loose ends whldiilûrèjiever^tléd 
up ■ (what ;:rdo^flnrily|hiipp<|ii 
to the govemoFlifter tKe'Indiah 
raid?), a lot of extraneous in- 
cidents which, we suspect, have 
been included Just for old 
times' sake. 

The plot is simple enough. 
G.W. (for George Washington) 
McLintock ("Men my age usual- 
ly call mo G.W. — or McLin- 
tock. Boys your age call me Mr. 
McLintock ■ — sonny.") is an 
aging cattle baron whose wife 
Katy (a beguiiin' Irish colleen 
with skin like milk and a tem- 
per as fiery as her. hair), has 
left him to Join the Social Re- 
gister., 

She shows an utter disregard 
for the bonds forged in thefar 
youth when the 'two of them 
stood off five hundred scream- 
ing savages from the inside of 
a sod hut, Inck in the good old 
days. .McLintock (Wayne) lives 
a robust, manly, . if' Uncultured, 
life on an enormous cattle rancli 
on the Mesa Verde (called Mc- 
Lintock) , with occasional . trips 
into town (also called. 'McLinr 
'tock) to play chess '^witb, the 
owner of the . GmenliStbn^ 
hide-and-seek with^tlml^VotU^ 
and all sorts of-fun and games 
with the girls ih' the bar. 

Too bad they didn't decide to 
make this movie about their 
early married life. Holding off 
five-hundred Indians for nine 
days might make a real 
Western.

Andres Segovia 
at Place des Arts 



' At the age of seventy Andres 
Segovia has no peer among Spa- 
nish guitarists. His solo perfor- 
mance Saturday night at Place 
des Arts was remarkable for 
sustained perfection. The pure 
lyrical sounds of his subtle in- 
strument could be heard clearly 
from, I tmderstand, everywhere 
in La Grande Salle. 

Segovia has had a distinguish- 
ed career from the time fifty- 
seven years ago when he first 
turned to the guitar (becoming 
his own teacher), through his 
renowned concerts in Europe, 
North and.South America, Afri- 
ca and A9là,^ to* tôd8y when his 
annual appearances are high- 
lights In the world's capitals 
and his recordings are collec- 
tors' items. He has elevated the 
Spanish guitar to- an interna- 
tional status 80 that it. is equal 
to. any stringed instrument 

We could see that be is one 
of the master miisicians who 
from the very first set himself 
and his listeners a high stan- 
dard for music. 'At his appear- 
ance -r an old Spanish gentle- 
man with a giiltar under hlx 
arm — he demaiqded complete 
quiet, even instructing the run- 
ning elevators behind scenes to 
. be shut ofL In spite of the fact 



that many people arrived late 
— something that can only be 
deplored by the rest of the au- 
dience as extremely rude — he 
rapidly became absorbed in ex- 
pressing the most subtle of de- 
tails through the medium of the 
guitar and it seemed he hardly 
noticed the presence of the au- 
dience. 

On Saturday night Segovia's 
program consisted of worlis 
composed especially for him by 
contemporary composers such 
as Castclnuovo-Tedesco, and 
transcriptions from works by 
Roncalli, Bach and Paganini. A 
lot of the program was trans- 
cription, which means that it 
was not designed to exploit the 
guitar, but only by bending the 
music out of its orlgbial shape,, 
can it be fitted to the guitar. 

Segovia invariably takes li- 
berties with the strict rhythms 
hi the interest of phrasing, by 
which method he makes the 
guitar more expressive than it 
would be otherwise, for its tone . 
is precise rather than expres- 
sive. As a measure of its appre- 
ciation, the enthusiastic audien- 
ce demanded three encores be-' 
fore it would let this virtuoso 
artist off the stage.

Modern Dance 
at PEgrégoré 



Although modem dancing in 
Montreal does not enjoy the po- 
pularity and acclaim that it 
should, Jeanne Renaud and 
Frances Riopclie, co-directors 
of tira Modem Dance Group of 
Montreal, are without a shadow 
of a doubt, two excellent expo- 
nents of this highly demanding 
and esthetic form of dance. 

In a recent recital at L'Egre- 
gore, they and their small com- 
pany aptly demonstrated that 
modem dùiee could be and was 
an extremely effective and sti- 
mulating art The most outstan- 
ding-aspects of this well pre- 
sented recital was the excellent 
quality of the dancers, the ima- 
ginative decore, and the extre- 
mely avant garde music. 

The first number "Blanc sur 
Blanc", was unusual, in' that 
the dancers were unaccoinpa* 
nied, moving continuously to 
the Jangle of plastic disks sus- 
pended from their' arms. 

Jocely Renaud in "Mutlque" 
executed her dance with force 
and precision, her jerky move- 
ments matching perfectly to the 
dissonant tones of Earle Brown. 
In "Oentlli TIS" the long ropes 
strung obliquely across the' 
stage, and the striped costumes 
of. dancer Nicole Vachon, ac- 
centuatéd the extended lines of 
movement. The syncopated mo- 
tion and interwoven, choreogra* , 
phy of "Spheres" was most ar- . 
resting. 

But the climax of the eve- 
ning appeared in the form of 
two simply dressed dancers, 
Vincent Warren of Les Grands 
Ballets and Jeanne Renaud,' 
who brilliantly performed "Po- 
lariti", centering the majority 
of their movements on pieces 
of modernistic sculpture. The 
strength and emotion in their 
dancing made the finale selec- 
tion an outstanding example of 
modem dancing at its esthetic 
best. ■

— in our time? 

"In Your Opinion — . leaders' and voters' attitudes on 
defence and disarmament" by John Paul and Jerome 
Loulicht; published by the Canadian Peace Research 
Institute. Vol. 1, 140 pages $2.95. 
This public opinion study car- Itev* that if mora countries st» 



tied out by tlie Canadian Peace 
Rescarcli Institute slif^Uy over 
a year ago provides some valu- 
able and interesting insigJits re- 
garding the effects of the cold 
war and nuclear, arms' race upon 
the altitudés'of Canadians on in- 
ternational affairs. 
: Written by two qualified social 
scientists, "In Your Opinion" is a 
systematic survey concerning the 
views of the Canadian public and 
political, labour, and business 
elites on such questions, as Com- 
munism and the Cold War, the 
United Nations, expectations 
about nuclear war, disarmament, 
personal responsibility, etc. A 
comparison of. adult with teen- 
age samples is also offered. 

Thit worl(, iMlng volume I of 
■ projected two-vorume study, is 
the first maior production of the 
recently established CPRI, an in- 
stitution dedicated to studying 
the causes of war with a view 
toward finding possible peaceful 
alternatives to global annihila- 
tion. The second volume Intends

to analyse the data presented In 
volume one and offer significant 
conclusions from the opinion sur- 

One glaring fact emerging from 
the book is the very low inform- 
ation level of most Canadians on 
International affairs. For ex- 
ample, in one question, only 35% 
knew that only Bulgaria, and not 
Austria, Thailand, or Egypt had 
Communist governments. A mere 
6% could estimate or guess the 
correct answer to the question 
asldng the size of the UN budget! 
and 2/5 of the Canadian voters 
were aware that Canada possesses 
such major armaments as missiles 
without (at that time) nuclear 
warheads. 

On the question of nuclear war, 
38% thought that an atomic war 
was likely In tht absenet of a dis- 
armament agrotment, 17% 
« h e u 9 h t rmaybo", whilo 39% 
unlikely. («% didn't knew.) 

On the Issue of personal re- 
sponsibility about questions of 
peace and war, the survey re- 
vealed that "while about half the 
public can bé described as apath- 
etic and lacking a feeUng of pep 
sonal responsibility, this feeling 
is by no.mean^ universal." (p. 38) 
A substantial niinori^ of the pub- 
lie felt' that it was their duty to 
do whatever they can. More hope- 
ful was the fact that a higher 
proportion of teenagers than 
adults felt tUs way. (41% vs 
347..) 

.The study also had some In- 
teresting thbigs to say aiwut what 
Canadians feel should be done by 
the government In the cold war. 
For example, 47% disagree with 
the position that "the West 
;should take all steps to defeat 
Communism even If it means risk- 
ing nuclear war." 42% agreed, 
while 11% abstained. This Is to 
be contrasted with an overwhelm- 
ing percentage (81-88%) of pol- 
itical, business, and labour 
leaders who disagreed, while 57% 
of the teenagers dissented as well. 

Another revealing finding was 
that 57% of Canadians, and from 
81-92% of the elite groups, be- 



atomic weapons, the danger of 
an atomic war will greatly' in< 
crease. 50% thought that the gov. 
ammént .was' doing everything it 
could do to pravent a war, 44% 
theiight It should do more. 

Canadians generally, it was 
shown, do not think that disarm- 
ament would bring irreparable 
economic damage, would support 
measures designed to support the 
MM., and think that the money 
saved from the resultant cutting 
of the defence budget should be 
allocated to health services, ed- 
ucation, and lowering taxes. 31% 
supported increased economic aid 
to underdeveloped nations. 

Quite clearly, the CPRI survey 
has provided us with valuable In- 
sight into the thinking of Cana- 
dians on the cold war issues. Hav- 
ing said this, however, I think 
that there are several criticisms 
that ought to be levelled at the 
CPRI in connection with this 
book. 

The CPRI was inaugurated 
two or three years with great 
fanfare, promising to launch a 
comprehensive and systematic 
study of the causes of war and 
the conditions of peace. Yet^ Its 
first production, the result of a 
great deal of money and energy, 
turns out to be a public opinion 
poll of Canadian views on peace 
and war. This, to say the least,- is 
pretty disappointing. 

The authors attempt to explain 
the importance In constructhig 
peaceful alternatives of their - 
work by referring to the highly 
dubious and rather meanin^ess 

. statement that "Shice wars begin 
in the minds of men, it is In the 
minds of men that the defences 

' of peace must be constructed." 
They go on to say that such in- 
formation on public opinion can 
be of use to politicians (one asks 
for what purpose), and that so 
little work in this field has been 
done in Canada. While not deny- 
ing that accurate data on Cana- 
dian views on defence and inter- 
national issues may be of some 
use, I fail to. see its relative im- 
portance in the broader task, ac- 
cepted by the CPRI, of scientific- 
ally analyzing the roots of inter- 
national armed conflicts. As they 
themselves admit, quite a bit of 
this type of public opbion re- 
search has been done in the USA 
Surely, the time and money and 
effort of the CPRI would have 
been better spent carefully study- " 
ing such significant questions as 
political integration on an inter- 
national level, the possible eco- 
nomic roots of world conflict, 
belief systems and war, the per- 
plexing questions pertaining to 
disarmament safeguards, etc, in- 
stead of devoting so much energy 
to analyzing the opinions of 18 
million people in a middle power 
state like Canada. Considering all 
the advanced systematic study 
and research currently being un- 
dertaken in academic centres on 
such important topics as inter- 
national systems theory, com-

The following motions will be presented as 
amendments to the Students' Society Constitution 
at an Open Meeting to be held on Friday, February 
28, 1964 in the Union Ballroom. 

Proposed by the Constitution Revision Committee t 
"Delete articles X, XI, XII, Xlil, in the present constitu- 
tion, and replace them by the following articles s 

ARTICLE X — Meetings of the Students' Society : 

(1) A Regular Meeting shall be called by the President on three 
weeks' notice at least once In each term to conduct any ° 
busineu of the° Students' Society.

(3) A Special Meeting shall be called by the President at the 
written request of -three hundred (300) members of the 
Students' Society on three days' notice given in thr McGIII 
Daily. Initial motions to be presented at a Special Meeting 
shall be recorded by the President In the McGIII Dally, at 
the same time as'such notice of the Special Meeting Is pub- 
lished. . 

(4) At each one of the above meetings three hundred (300) . 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction oil 
business.

ARTICLE XI Rererendum : 

A referendum may be held In the following circwmstencet 
and under the féllewing conditions :

(3) If a quorum Is net present, as Indicated In Article X, (4) an 
Unofficial Meeting must be held to discuss the question. 

(3) The Students' Executive Council may, at tts discretion, field 
a referendum en any or all of the questions which tvere 
discussed at the OfficUl or UnoHicial Meeting of the Society. 

(5) For the referendum to be of any effect whatsoever, at least 
twenty per cent ef tite members ef tfie Students*- Society

(5) A 'decision taken by ■ simple majority- off the re ff eien d uni 
shall be as binding as e docisien of a Shidents* Society 
Meeting. 

(6) The referendum shall be conducted by the Students' Exe* 
cutive Council under the direct iurlsdictien of its Chief Re- 
turning Officer. 

ARTICLE XII — Amendments t 

(1) This Constitution may be amended only by an affirmative 
vote of two:thlrds of ■ r e f erendum of the Students;' Society. 

(2) A proposal amendment shall lie put to a referendum only 
if a minimum of 150 momliers have so voted at an Official er 
Unofficial Meeting of the Shtdents' Society. 

(3) The proposed amendment shall be published In the McGIII 
Dally at least, two weefca prior to such a meeting. 

(4) Alternate améndinénts shall be published In the McGIII 
Daily.at. least one weele prior to' such a meeting. An eltem> 
ate amendment shall -apply only to the ume section or 
sections ef the Article affected by the amendment proposed 
In the preceding week. 

(5) These amendments will not become effective until approv- 
ed by the University."
